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FOREWORD 


ITH  this  fourth  volume,  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Bibliography 
series  covers  the  production  of  relevant  studies  (books,  articles  and  dis- 
sertations) over  the  period  1966-1979.  It  might  be  assumed  that  during 
those  fourteen  years  the  coverage  of  all  the  chronological  eras  and  topics 
into  which  the  bibliography  is  organized  would  be  fairly  comprehensive. 
Taking  stock  of  the  studies  produced,  however,  shows  that  such  is  not  the 
case  (see  Table  I). 

Some  difference  in  coverage  is  of  course  to  be  expected.  Certain  eras  and 
topics  are  more  significant  than  others.  Also,  source  material  is  not  equally 
available  or  accessible.  In  many  cases,  however,  differences  in  coverage  ex- 
ceed what  could  be  rationalized  by  these  considerations  alone,  leading  to  a 
conclusion  that  the  contrasts  between  intensive  coverage  in  certain  in- 
stances and  virtual  omission  in  others  are  due  in  some  measure  to  a devo- 
tion to  what  happens  to  be  fashionable. 

Considering,  first,  variations  in  tbe  attention  given  to  different  eras,  it  is 
reasonable  to  expect  that,  on  grounds  of  the  relative  length  of  the  time 
spans  involved,  the  1861-1900  era,  for  example,  would  receive  somewhat 
more  attention  than,  say,  the  period  from  1920  to  1945.  Given  such  major 
events  as  the  Great  Depression,  the  labor  struggles  of  tbe  1930’s,  and 
World  War  II  during  the  latter  era,  however,  the  difference  would  pre- 
sumably not  be  drastic.  In  fact,  the  1861-1900  era  received  over  seventy 
per  cent  more  coverage  by  books,  more  than  twice  as  much  coverage  by 
articles,  and  almost  sixty  per  cent  more  coverage  by  dissertations. 

The  situation  is  more  pronounced  with  regard  to  topics.  When  all  eras 
are  considered  together,  it  can  be  seen  that  half  of  the  twenty-two  topics 
account  for  over  eighty  per  cent  of  the  coverage  (books,  84.0  per  cent;  arti- 
cles, 83.8  per  cent;  dissertations,  82.4  per  cent).  These  topics,  moreover, 
tend  to  be  the  same  for  all  categories  of  studies.  Eight  topics  (Social /Cul- 
tural, General;  Transportation;  Manufacture/ Industry;  Education; 
Art/ Architecture;  Politics/Government;  War;  and  Biography)  appear 
consistently  among  the  upper  half  of  book,  article  and  dissertation  treat- 
ments. Two  others.  Religion  and  Labor,  are  in  that  bracket  for  articles 
and  dissertations;  and  one  (Libraries/Literature/Learned  Societies)  ranks 
in  the  upper  half  of  book  and  article  treatments. 

Even  if  all  the  high-treatment  topics  were  “important  ” and  all  the  others 
of  minor  significance,  which  is  not  the  case,  such  a heavy  concentration  on 
only  half  of  the  topics  would  seem  difficult  to  justify.  Certainly,  a topic 
such  as  the  history  of  Transportation  deserves  considerable  attention.  So, 
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one  would  think,  does  the  history  of  Agriculture.  Yet  for  every  treatment  of 
Agriculture  by  a book,  there  are  almost  six  of  Transportation;  by  an  arti- 
cle, there  are  more  than  three;  and  by  a dissertation,  no  less  than  eight. 
Similar  disparities  exist  between  such  popular  topics  as  Art/ Architecture, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  Science,  Commerce,  or  Finance,  which  received  only 
the  most  cursory  coverage. 

When  the  treatment  of  topics  in  specific  eras  is  considered,  the  imbal- 
ance becomes  even  more  striking.  It  is  understandable  that  the  topic. 
Crafts,  in  the  period  after  the  nineteenth  century,  would  receive  little  or  no 
coverage.  It  is  less  evident  why  the  history  of  Science  from  1861  through 
1945  is  treated  by  no  books  and  no  dissertations  (the  latter  also  ignoring 
the  topic  from  1682  through  1820  and  from  1946  through  1979)  and  by 
only  two  articles  in  the  1861-1900  era,  one  each  for  the  1901-1919  and 
1920-1945  eras,  and  two  for  the  1946-1979  era.  Similar  situations  could  be 
cited  for  a number  of  other  topics. 

The  same  tendency  to  dwell  on  a few  subjects  at  the  expense  of  others 
exists  with  regard  to  Biography  and  War. 

Of  the  eighty-seven  book  treatments  classed  as  Biography  for  the  1682- 
1774  era,  no  less  than  forty-six  are  devoted  to  Benjamin  Franklin.  In  the 
case  of  articles,  sixty-four  of  the  era's  total  of  175  deal  with  Franklin,  as  do 
seven  of  the  twenty-two  biographical  dissertations  for  that  era.  While  less 
pronounced,  a similar  pattern  is  evident  for  the  same  era  with  regard  to 
William  Penn  (eleven  treatments  by  books,  thirteen  by  articles,  and  three 
by  dissertations).  For  the  1775-1790  era,  Benjamin  Rush  is  the  subject  of 
five  of  the  thirty-one  book  treatments,  fifteen  of  the  130  article  treatments, 
but  only  one  of  the  fifteen  dissertation  treatments.  For  the  1820-1860  era, 
James  Buchanan  accounts  for  three  of  the  thirty-four  treatments  by  books, 
eighteen  of  the  135  by  articles,  and  one  of  the  twelve  by  dissertations.  An- 
drew Carnegie  is  the  subject  of  four  of  the  thirty-two  book  treatments  for 
the  1861-1900  era,  eleven  of  the  151  article  treatments,  but  none  of  the 
thirteen  dissertation  treatments.  All  told,  treatments  of  Biography  total 
291  for  books,  834  for  articles,  and  93  for  dissertations.  The  five  individ- 
uals mentioned,  therefore,  account  for  69  of  the  treatments  by  books  (23.7 
per  cent),  121  of  the  treatments  by  articles  (14.5  per  cent),  and  twelve  of 
those  by  dissertations  (12.9  per  cent). 

In  the  case  of  studies  pertaining  to  War,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
those  listed  under  this  heading  are  not  limited  to  purely  “military"  history 
(i.e.,  campaign  or  unit  narratives)  but  include  studies  related  to  political, 
economic,  and  social  aspects  or  consequences  of  various  wars.  Quite  prop- 
erly, the  Revolution  and  the  Civil  War  have  received  the  bulk  of  the  atten- 
tion, the  Revolution’s  treatments  totaling  seventy-six  books  (57.1  per  cent 
of  all  books  addressing  War),  322  articles  (59.7  per  cent),  and  twenty-five 
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dissertations  (83.3  per  cent),  and  those  of  the  Civil  War  amounting  to 
twenty-nine  books  (21 .8  per  cent),  140  articles  (20  per  cent),  and  two  dis- 
sertations (6.7  per  cent).  It  is  not  too  surprising  that  the  Mexican  War  is 
dealt  with  by  no  books,  only  three  articles,  and  one  dissertation,  and  the 
Spanish- American  War  by  two  books,  two  articles  and  no  dissertations. 
What  is  difficult  to  justify  in  view  of  their  pervasive  influence  on  entire 
eras,  however,  is  the  paucity  of  treatment  of  the  two  World  Wars,  World 
War  I being  treated  by  only  four  books  and  one  dissertation  although  by 
sixteen  articles,  and  World  War  II  by  a mere  two  books,  three  articles  and 
no  dissertations.  This  discrepancy  is  highlighted  when  contrasted  with  the 
attention  given  to  the  French  and  Indian  wars  — sixteen  books  and  thirty- 
six  articles,  although  no  dissertations. 

Turning  next  to  “special  studies,”  those  considered  here  will  be  limited 
to  county  history,  denominational  history,  and  minority  and  ethnic  his- 
tory. 

As  regards  historical  studies  focused  on  counties  (see  Table  II),  with  the 
cities  of  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  and  the  principal  suburban  areas  of 
Philadelphia  being  considered  as  separate  entities,  twelve  counties  received 
no  treatment  by  books,  eleven  no  treatment  by  articles,  and  all  but  twenty- 
five  no  treatment  by  dissertations.  Five  counties  (Cameron,  Fulton,  Mc- 
Kean, Venango  and  Wyoming)  were  completely  ignored  by  all  categories 
of  studies.

In  all  categories,  Philadelphia  was  the  subject  of  more  treatments  than 
any  other  locality.  Pittsburgh  ranked  second  only  among  dissertations, 
standing  fourth  among  both  books  and  articles.  For  those  two  categories, 
the  second-ranking  position  was  held  in  each  case  by  Berks  County.  In 
brief,  for  the  remaining  counties  the  scale  of  coverage  by  articles  appears 
to  be  a reflection  of  whether  or  not  a county  historical  journal  is  published. 
For  dissertations,  a major  factor  seems  to  be  tbe  presence  of  a university  in 
the  locality  in  question. 

Table  III  addresses  denominational  history.  In  all  categories  the  most 
extensive  coverage  is  devoted  to  Friends,  Mennonite/ Amish,  Catholic, 
Moravian,  and  (in  the  case  of  articles)  Lutheran  and  Presbyterian.  Tbe

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understandable  interest  in  denominations  particularly  associated  with 
Pennsylvania  is  undoubtedly  the  reason  for  the  emphasis  received  by  those 
groups.  The  relative  prominence  of  studies  on  Catholics  is  reasonable  in 
view  of  the  large  numbers  of  immigrants  to  the  Commonwealth  from  pre- 
dominantly Catholic  countries. 

As  for  minority  and  ethnic  history  (see  Table  IV),  studies  of  Blacks  are 
dominant  in  all  categories,  with  Germans  occupying  a prominent  place  in 
books  and  articles,  and  Indians  a comparable  position  in  articles.  Propor- 
tionally little  attention  is  given  to  other  groups,  notwithstanding  the  im- 
portant role  which  several  have  played  in  Pennsylvania’s  history. 

Conclusion 

From  the  preceding  analysis,  it  seems  apparent  that  marked  maldistri- 
bution exists  in  coverage  of  Pennsylvania's  history  by  scholars  working  dur- 
ing the  fourteen  years  in  question.  The  problem  is  not  that  some  topics 
have  been  given  so  much  attention  but  that  others,  in  many  cases  of  great 
importance,  have  been  given  so  little.  This  is  not  to  ignore  differences  of 
significance,  which  certainly  will  dictate  some  differences  of  coverage. 
However,  what  is  demonstrated  is  that  the  account  of  the  Commonwealth’s 
heritage  which  has  been  provided  is  far  from  being  a balanced  one.  If  his- 
torical coverage  is  viewed  as  a tapestry,  many  of  the  strands  are  deplorably 
threadbare.
